2hase from the car he saw a light run- 
ning buggy, coming down upon him, 
and in order to save Mr. Chase from 
being hurt he got to one side of him. 
He was struck by the wheel and bowl- 
ed over.

This is a remedy for drunkenness that has not been applied lo any 


gieat extent, so that its possibilities are not fully determined. This, bow- 
ever, is ihe aim of the young men's clubs of various kinds, and all do good 
Work by providing a healthy social atmosphere, a place for rest, for recre- 
ation, for amusement, or for smoking, for men in their various moods durino 
Insure will try all these. 
The coffee houses on Market street, conducted 


b> the Greeks, meet this requirement very effectually and afford an attrac- 
tion that prevents tbe members of that nationality from seeking the same 
enjoyment in the saloons. 


This principle of providing thc attractions of club life for Ihe toilers 


outside the saloons would, we believe, have a more beneficial effect than 
many of the other methods adopted for Ihe suppression of intemperance.

In its annual 
estimate of the apple crop, states that 
the- prospects at the present time arc 
that '.here will he fully as many apples 
harvested

the United States this 


year us last. The fruit In. the east is 
expected to he superior to that of last 
yeur, especially in size. 


Based on last year's crop, Xew Eng- 


land in tlit aggregate will produce 35 
per cent less; Maine, separately. 50 per 
cent less, with thc shortage mostly in 
Baldwins. 


The western-sections of Xcw York 


state will produce a crop equal to last 
year's crop, but the Hudson river dis- 
tricts will prodnce 40 per cent less. 


Fall varieties in Canada will be in 


excess of last year, but winter varieties 
will be 10 per cent short. Xova Sco- 
tia'.s crop will he 90 per cent of last 
year. 


In Michigan the iiunilty will lie fair 


lo poor, with a crop 75 per cent of last 
year. Arkansas will produce 15 to 25 
per cent of last year, with the quality 
not gotid. 
About 60 per cent of last 


year's crop will be raised in Virginia 
ami West Virginia. 


The quality of the crop In California 


and Oregon will lie'excellent, and the 
amount will be«100 per cent more than 
in 1&07. Ohio, Indiana and Illinois will 
liroduce more than last year, Idaho 50 
per cent more. Missouri and Kansas 40 
per cent more, and Colorado 25 per 
cent more.

Have Less Regard for Life Says 
n 
Judge Crosby 


BOSTON, Aug. 22.—Robert F. Fan- 


ning, a boy of 17 yeara, was yesterday 
sentenced by Judge Crosby in the su- 
perior criminal court to serve a term 
of from six to nine years in state pri- 
son, on the charge of having assaulted 
and robbed Joseph J. Landers of $15 
in money and a watch and chain on 
Lons%vooil avenue, on the night of 
June" 18th last. 


The police claimed that Fanning was 


a member of a notorious gang which 
frequents the locality in which the rob- 
bery occurred, and which is made up 
of boys of sucli a desperate character 
that one man who was familiar with 
the facts in this case refu-ed to ap- 
pear In court and testify, 
elllng tho 


officers that In case he was • mmoned 
he would refuse to srlve evidence be- 
cause he was afraid if he did so that 
either he or the members of his fam- 
ily would be assaulted. 


In reviewing the case before impos- 


ing sentence. Judge Crosby said it 
seemed to him that the offense with 
which this young man was charged 


was one of the most serious crimes 
known to thc law, and that it was 
only exceeded in gravity by murde.r. It 
appeared from the evidence that it was 
one of the most daring and brutal In- 
stances of robbery that had occ*urre.d 
in Boston. These young men between 
IS and 23 years old, who seemed to 
have less regard for human life than 
criminals more advanced in life. 
:'lf I was attacked by highwaymen," 


said Judge Cro.shy, "I think I would 
stand a better chance to escape with 
my life with older men than with boys 
of this stamp." 


Judge Crosby said it seemed as if 


this class of crime was more viciously, 
more wickedly and more brutally com- 
mitted by voting men, than by men 
who were older, and that the commun- 
ity was in more danger from such 
criminals than from those, who were 
middle-aged. 


"I wish," said Judge Crosby, "I ha3 


the thr^e young men who were asso- 
ciated in (his crime with this defend- 
ant, so that I might deal with them as 
well as with him."

POVERTY AND 
DRUNKENNESS. 


Does drunkenness cause poverty or poverty drunkenness, or does each 


produce the other? This is a point upon which there is a wide difference 
of opinion, some holing that wlulr/drimkenness long continued must rause 
poverty, if ,s ifsclf originally caused by poverty. 


There may be more truth in this last contention 
than

Take the rnnn who after his day's work is over has no place in which 


he can sit down and converse will, his friends except a saloon. His home 
is not congenial nor inviting, while thc saloon is both. He cannot frerueut 
the saloon without drinking, and thus by gradual stages he acquiics (ho; 
habit and eventually may become a drunkard. What is true of one man in 
this respect is true of 10.000 20,000 or more in this city. 


At present lhe saloon is designated in some quarters "the poor man's 


club because it is there he meeis his friends, there he can spend a social 
.hour and forget for the nonce the cares and worries of every-day life. 


Now, suppose he had a club room in which (o meet his friends without 


the attraction of the bar, is it not likely that he would frequent it daily? 


We see the public reading rooms Cr0wded by men in search of the 


news of the day or of .knowledge along the lines of their every-day work 
We see the People's club rooms also crowded and particularly the smoking 
-room. - 


Now, here is an important suggestion by which the toilers may be made 


to etijoy social intercourse outside the saloon. Give them a smoking room 
a game room, a reading room, and they will go there instead of goin- to 
the saloon. 
° 


The corporations that employ large numbers of people would render a 


great sen-ice to the cause of temperance i£ they provided these con- 
veniences for their help. They would thus offer an attraction to thc men 
whose .homes are disagreeable, to the men who if left alone will worry over 
their poverty or something else, to the men who seek social enjoyment and 
who will go to thc saloons to find it if they can get it nowhere else. 


The time will come when instead of running boarding houses for their 


help, the large corporations will provide spacious smoking rooms, loui^in" 
and amusement rooms for the accommodation of their employes alter 
working hours. 


At present the nearest approach to this is the dining rooms fitted up 


by certain companies for the convenience of their help. This will do for a 
beginning but the open recreation and smoking room may come in time and 
if it .does, it will greatly reduce the cases of drunkenness arising from 
poverty, and by so doing it will prevent a descent to poverty more abject. 


This is a remedy for drunkenness that has not been applied to any- 


great extent, so that its possibilities are not fully determined. This, how- 
e^er, is the aim of the young men's clubs of various kinds, and all do good 
work by providing a healthy social atmosphere, a place for rest, for recre- 
ation, for amusement, or for smoking, for men in their various moods durm<r 
leisure will try all these. The coffee houses on Market street, conducted 
ty the Greeks, meet this requirement very effectually and afford an attrac- 
tion that prevents the members of that nationality from seeking the same 
enjoyment in the saloons. 


This principle of providing the attractions of club life for thc toilers 


outside the saloons would, we believe, have a more beneficial effect than 
many of the other methods adopted for the suppression of intemperance.

thc firemen-and scores of summer visi- 
tors to Old Orchard searched all night

"We have no : great 
difficulty 
In 


shopping abroad for we could get as 
high prices as at home. We arc so held 
up, however, by our supply people that 
to most of us there Is very scant profit 
In foreign business. 


"When congress gave us forty-five 


per cent., we needing only twenty per 
cent., they gave us a 
congressional 


permit, if not an Invitation, to con- 
solidate, form one great trust and ad- 
vance our prices twenty-five per cent., 
being the difference between the twen- 
ty per cent, needed and the forty-five 
per cent, given." 


Mr.' Miles shows how 
the 
tariff 


raises,prices- to those who. in manu- 
facturing, have to buy other manufac- 
tured products. This expense Is trans- 
ferred to 
the 
next 
purchaser. 
The 


jobber charges a profit on the tariff 
as well as on the cost of tile article, 
and each person who 
handles 
the 


product collects a profit, so that, ac- 
cording- to Mr. Miles, the first charge 
of 550,000 becomes $100,000 bj- the time 
it reaches the consumer. Mr. 
Miles 


in another arlicle estimates the total 
loss to the people of S500.000.000 an- 
nually.. The statement of 
Mr. Miles 


also shows that the tariff law is an 
Invitation to consolidate. 
and 
that 


having been given the tariff on the 
theory that it is needed, the manufac- 
turers naturally assume that it Is in- 
tended thai they shall take advantage 
of it, even if they have to combine to 
do so. 


How will Mr. Taft explain to tho

traveling public. This machine gives ttie information generally sought for by those people who frequent a waiting room or depot, as IT ANSWERS 
ALL QUESTIONS CORRECTLY that one would ask with reference to the running time of the cars. 


Any man, woman or child who lives along the line of a pariicuiar route naturally knows the running time on that line or tlie time of day when 


an electric Is expected to pass a certain spot, but that, generally, is the extent of their knowledge of the running time of the road. 
When thecs 


same people arrive in Merrimack Square and wish to know when the next car leaves for some other section, the starter Is invariably looked tip for tho 
desired Information. This generally brings them into the middle of tiie Square, where passing cars, automobiles and teams endanger their lives, or In 
stormy weather necessitates the tramping out into the wet and slush, thus endangering their health. 


In one look a! the Automatic Time Table, you can tell, almost at a glance, the running time of any of the lines for fifteen minutes In advance. 


Thousands of people now consult it dally, but it is the desire of the inventor to have al! who are obliged to seek out the starter for Information, to save 
time and energy by merely glancing at the Time Table. IT IS VERY SIMPLE AND PLAIN AND CAN BE READILY UNDERSTOOD.

For ttie benefit of those who have not used if or who do not thoroughly understand its workings, the following explanation is submitted:— 


The Time Clock runs continually, similar fo any other clock, this portion of ihe machine being !he make of Ihe Standard Electric Time Com- 


pany, which is used in all large stations ;md waiting rooms throughout the United States. 
The sheet upon which the time table is written operates 


from 6 o'clock A. M. until 12 o'clock midnight, eighteen hours in al!, or during the time that the cars are in operation. By the use of a battery system 
the clock winds itself every minute. 


Each individual minute of Ihe eighteen hours is represented on the endless chain of cards which revolve about through (he use of,an electric 


contrivance. There arc fiflccn cards showing at one (imp, the top card of the tiihle agreeing with the clock and the other fourteen slioivin" the 
schedule for Ihc same number of minutes to come. 
REMEMBER, THE SHEET TURKS EVERY MINUTE WITH THE CLOCK. During the eighteen 


hours of service, there arc ten hundred and eighty sheets or cards displayed on (fee face of the Time Table, As the card passes from view at the top 
and the sheet moves up one, a new card appears at the bottom and the one which disappears gradually works its way down in the rear of 
the 


machine, is folded and put in readiness to appear during the next eighteen hours of service. 


The Table is fixed so as to stop running at 12 o'clock midnight, and start again at 0 o'clock A. M. This is done by the use of a cam fastened 


fo a gear connected in the clock which breaks the contact for six hours. 


A portion of the space on the cards is used for advertising purposes; and it.will, no doubt, develop into one of ttie best advertising mediums in 


the country. Thousands of people seek out and glance at the Time Table fcr the purpose of finding out the running time of a certain line, and in 
doing so he or she cannot help seeing the advertisements.

A factory where the Time Tables are manufactured is located at 58 Middle Street, where twenty-five clocks are new under construction. It Is 


expected that the Tables will soon be located in every important railroad center or junction in the country. 


A demonstration clock has been placed at the factory and any one who wishes to have the detailed workings of the machine explained is 


invited to call at the works. 


It seems to be the consensus of opinion of those who have witnessed the workings of the Time Table that the invention has filled a long-felt 


want among the traveling public especially. 


The next time you happen to be in Merrimack Square and desire some information regarding the running time of a car, just 
step 
into the 


Waiting Room and consult the Table instead of spending time and probably losing your car by looking up the starter.

POVERTY AND 
DRUNKENNESS. 


Docs diunkenness cause poverty or poverty drunkenness, or does each 


produce the other? This is a point upon which there is a vide rfiffereuce 
of opinion, some holding that while drunkenness long continued must cause 
povertj, it ib itself originally caused by poverty. 


There may be more truth in this last contention 
than is 
"cneralh 


supposed. 
• 
° 


Take the man who after his day's work is over has no place in which 


he can sit down and converse with his friends e.xcept a saloon. His home 
is not congenial nor inviting, while the saloon is both. He cannot frequent 
the saloon without drinking, and thus by gradual stages he acquires tbo 
habit and e\enfually may become a drunkard. 
What is true of one man in 


this respect is trilo of 10,000 20,000 or more in this city. 


At present the saloon is designated in some quarters "the poor man's 


club" because it is there ho meets his friends, there he can spend a social 
hour and forget for the nonce the cares and worries of every-day life. 


•Now, suppose he had a club room in which to meet his friends without 


the attraction of the bar, is it not likely that he would frequent it daily? 


We see the public reading rooms crowded by men in search of the 


news of the day or of knowledge along the lines of their evcry-day work. 
.We see the People's club rooms also crowded and particularly the smokin- 
room. 
° 


Now here is an important suggestion by which the toilers may be made 


to enjoy social intercourse outside the saloon. Give them n smoking room, 
a game room, a reading room, and they will go there instead of going to 
the saloon. 


The corporations that employ large numbers of people would render a 


great sen ice to the cause of temperance if they provided these con- 
veniences for their help. They would thus offer an attraction to the men 
whose homes are disagreeable, to the men who if left alone will worry over 
then po\eity or something else, to the men who seek social enjoyment and 
who mil go to the saloons to find it if they can get it nowhere else. 


The time will come when instead of running boarding houses for their 


help, the large corporations will provide spacious smoking rooms, lounging 
and amusement rooms for the accommodation of their employes alter 
working hours. 


At present the nearest approach to this is tho dining rooms Gtted up 


by certain companies for the convenience of their help. This will do for a 
beginning but the open recreation and smoking room may come in time, and 
if it does, it will greatly reduce the cases of drunkenness arising from 
poverty, and by so doing it will prevent a descent to poverty more abject. 


This is a remedy for drunkenness that has not been applied to any 


great exteut, so that its possibilities are not fully determined. This, how- 
ever, is the aim of the young men's clubs of various kinds, and all do good 
work by providing a healthy social atmosphere, a place for rest, for recre- 
ation, foi amusement, or for smoking, for men in their various moods durins 
leisure will try all these. The coffee houses on Market street, conducted 
by the Greeks, meet this requirement very effectually and afford an attrac- 
tion that prevents the members of that nationality from seeking the same 
enjoyment in the saloons. 


This principle of providing the attractions of club life for the toilers 


outside the *aloons would, we believe, have a more beneficial effect than 
many of the other methods adopted for the suppression of intemperance.

to ha\e some speedy way of catching up with criminals who may attempt 
to escape after committing some crime.

PANIC OF 1507 


The panic of 1907 came after the re-

They had had an op- 
portunity to do everything that they 
wanted to do and to undo everything 
that needed to be undone, and we were 
under such a high tariff that even Sec- 
retary Taft admitted the necessity of 
revision.

1 have referred to two of the three 


panics, both 
of 
these coming under 


conditions which compel the republi- 
can party to accept the responsibility 
for them. Now. let 
us consider 
the 


panic of 1SS3. If that could be proper- 
ly charged to the democratic party, it 
would only be one democratic panic to 
Iv.-o republican panics. But can it be 
fairly charged to 
the 
democrats? 
It 


came, it is true, a few months after the 
inauguration of a democratic president, 
but it. came while the McKiniey high 
tariff was still in effect and before a 
single republican law had been repeal- 
ed, and it came from causes that were 
in operation bufore election. In fact, it 
was the failure of the republican party

inty against tho reduction of wages. A

ter the contest for -supremacy iu the 
world's trade. 


AVe 
cannot 
hope, to invade foreign 


markets to the extent we should, until 
we relieve 
our manufacturers of the 


handicap that protection places upon 
them in the purchase of materials they 
have to use. 


The democratic plan does not con- 


template an immediate change from

THE INCOME TAX. 


Ths democratic party has declared 


for an Incjme tax as a part of the 
revenue system, and for a constitu- 
tional amendment as a means of se- 
curing this tax. Secretary Taft 
an- 


nounces in his notification speech that 
he is in favor of an I'nccmc tax when- 
ever the revenues are BO low as to re- 
quire it. and expresses his belief that 
it is possible to secure 
such a 
tax 


without a constitutional 
amendment. 


If It is possible to frame a law which 
will avoid tho objections raised to the 
ncome tax law of 1891, well and good, 
but that is uncertain. If an income 
tax is desirable, surely Secretary Taft 
cunnot consistently oppose the adop- 
tion of a 
constitutional amendment. 


If the principle is right and the tax 
>vise, congress ought to have authority 
to levy and collect such a tax, and no 
supporter of Secretary Taft can op 
pose our position without dissenting 
Tom the republican candidate.
